Autumn  quarter  registration  at 
Brigham'  Young  University  will 
begin  September  26,  at  8 p.m.  in 
the  George  Albert  Smith  Field- 
house,  according  to  Dr.  Howard 
T.  Reid,  acting  dean  of  students. 
, Former  students  who  did  not 
attend  spring  quarter  are  urged 
to  apply  to  the  Admissions  office 
for  re-admittance  before  regis- 
tration day,  in  order  to  facilitate 
their  registration. 

The  Treasurer’s  office  will  be 
open  for  payment  of  fees  this 
week  from  8:15  a.m.  until  4 p.m. 
Students  who  pay  their  fees  early 
will  also  facilitate  registration. 

Students  who  plan  to  attend 
the  first  home  football  game  with 
Los  Angeles  State  College  on  Sat- 
urday will  need  activity  cards  for 
admittance,  explained  Dr.  Reid. 
Therefore,  if  the  students  pay  the 
fees  before  the  day  of  the  ball 
game,  they  will  have  the  activity 
cards.

Director  Declares 
Housing  Shortage 
Exists  on  Campus 

Student  housing  accommoda- 
tions on-campus  are  filled  to 
capacity,  but  Provo  residents  are 
cooperating  with  Brigham  Young 
University  housing  department  to 
provide  more  accommodations 
for  students,  Fred  A.  Schwendi- 
man,  BYU  housing  director,  an- 
nounced. 

Off-campus,  more  than  4,000 
university  “approved”  student 
housing  accommodations  are 
available  in  Provo.  Comprised  of 
apartments,  sleeping  rooms,  or 
board  and  room  services,  the 
accommodations  are  visited  an- 
nually by  representatives  of  the 
housing  department  to  check  the 
places,  in  accordance  with  the 
policy  of  the  university. 

All  students  are  required  to  ob- 
tain clearance  cards  before  reg- 
istration as  no  one  will  be  per- 
mitted to  register  without  it.  This 
is  to  insure  that  sudents  are  liv- 
ing in  “approved”  housing. 

Clearance  cards  for  on-campus 
students  can  be  obtained  from 
head  residents  of  dormitories. 
Students  living  off-campus  should 
get  blue  copies  of  the  rental 
agreement  form  from  the  house- 
holder and  bring  it  to  the  hous- 
ing office  prior  to  registration  or 
at  the  registration  line  for  clear- 
ance.

Living  Center  on  Brigham  Young  University  campus. 

The  contract  lor  about  one  and  three-quarters  million  dollars 
was  awarded  to  Christiansen  Brothers  ol  Salt  Lake  City,  accordine 
to  President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

Christiansen  Brothers  also  constructed  the  Carl  F.  Eyring  Phys- 
ical Science  Center  and  the  Da-  J 

vid  O.  McKay  Building,  the  larg- 
est classroom  buildings  on  cam- 
pus, and  are  now  in  process  of 
building  the  eight  new  Heritage 
Halls  women’s  residences. 

When  students  return  to  cam- 
pus this  week  for  the  autumn 
quarter  they  will  find  the  park- 
ing lot  at  the  north  end  of  the 
large  turf  quadrangle  already 
torn  up  and  fenced  off.  Parking 
will  be  moved  farther  north  on 
the  hill  at  the  top  of  the  stadium. 

The  building  will  be  the  first 
known  structure  in  the  United 
States  placing  all  family  and 
home  science  studies  together. 

It  will  house  the  complete  Col- 
lege of  Family  Living,  School  of 
Nursing  and  Departments  of  So- 
ciology and  Psychology.  The  Col- 
lege of  Family  Living  includes 
departments  of  Clothing  and  Tex- 
tiles, Economics  and  Management 
of  the  Home,  Food  and  Nutrition, 

Homemaking  Education,  Housing 
and  Design,  Human  Development 
and  Family  Relationships. 

The  new;  building  will  contain 
95,000  square  feet  of  floor  space 
on  its  three  stories  and  half 
basement,  exceeding  the  new  Da- 
vid O.  McKay  Building  by  about 
50  per  cent  in  size  and  cost.  It- 
will  measure  about  400  by  104 
feet  to  the  widest  points.  Dimen- 
sions for  the  main  three  story 
section  are  368  by  64  feet.

Cats  Lose  Opener  To  Bevos 


Brigham  Young's  young  grid- 
ders  made  an  unsuccessful  ven- 
ture into  the  realm  of  big-time 
football  Saturday,  as  Oregon 
State  tagged  a 33-0  defeat  on  the 
Cats  at  Corvallis. 

Some  8,500  faithful  watched 
the  Beavers  uncork  a hard-hitting 
attack  with  a fleet  of  single  wing 
runners  operating  behind  a rug- 
ged forward  wall  dominate  play. 

Saturday’s  loss  marked  the  de- 
but of  the  1955  BYU  season. 

The  Cougars  were  outgunned 
statistically,  as  Oregon  State  roll- 
ed up  a total  of  23  first  downs 
and  492  yards  gained  from  scrim- 
make.  On  the  other  hand,  Brig- 
ham Young  could  muster  only  10 
first  downs  and  215  net  yards. 

Inexperience  Shows 

Inexperience  hindered  the  Cat 
efforts,  as  was  evidenced  by  the 
poor  blocking  and  tackling  of  the 
Brigham  club  against  their  Paci- 
fic Coast  Conference  opponents. 

Only  twice  did  the  Cats  threat- 
en, reaching  the  2-yard  line  on 
one  occasion,  and  the  18-yard 
stripe  in  the  fourth  period.  A 


fumble  ended  the  first  threat, 
while  the  Beavers  knocked  down 
a pair  of  passes  to  thwart  the 
latter  drive. 

Beavers  Score  First 

An  interception  paved  the  way 
for  the  first  OSC  tally,  which 
was  scored  by  little  Sam  Wesley 
on  a 9-yard  reverse.  Searle  added 
the  conversion  to  give  the  Beav- 
ers a 7-0  first  quarter  lead. 

Wesleys  scored  again  in  the 
second  period  on  a spectacul- 
ar, twisting  44-yard  jaunt. 
Again  Searle  kicked  the  extra 
point,  thus  accounting  for  Ore- 
gon State’s  14-0  halftime  mar- 
gin. 

Near  the  end  of  the  first  half, 
BYU  center  Tom  Phillips  picked 
off  a Beaver  pass  on  the  winners’ 
38.  After  three  plays  made  9,  Phil 
Oyler  burst  over  the  middle  to 
the  5 for  a first  down.  Carroll 
Johnston  and  Oyler  moved  the 
oval  to  the  2 on  three  thrusts,  but 
a fumble  snuffed  the  Cougar 
drive  at  that  point. 

Quick  Score 

Oregon  State  ran  the  second- 


half  kickoff  back  to  the  BYU  43, 
and  scored  six  plays  later  on  a 
26-yard  sprint  by  tailback  Joe 
Francis.  Again  Searle  converted 
which  built  the  OSC  margin  to 
21-0. 


A sparkling  30-yard  punt  re- 
turn by  Wesley  set  up  the  fourth 
Beaver  tally,  which  was  scored 
one  play  later  on  Wendstrand’s 
32-yard  gallop  through  the  Cou- 
gar line. 

The  Cougars  recovered  an 
outside  kick  on  their  45  to  be- 
gin their  final  thrust  into 
Beaver  territory.  Dalton  Ov- 
erstreet carried  twice  over 
right  tackle  on  14  and  19-yard 
plunges  to  place  the  ball  on 
the  OSC  23. 

After  Oyler  picked  up  5 and 
Overstreet  was  stopped,  the 
Cats  tried  two  passes  which 
failed,  thereby  relinquishing 
the  pigskin  on  the  18.
